has not received equal advantages. 


For notwithftanding a phyfician may form 
to himielf great hopes and defigns from a 
due confideration of the difeafe, yet if he 
does not eftablifh their being, by a juft pre- 
{cription and exhibition of proper remedies, 
that confideration alone, can be of no avail 
to his patient; becaufe the chief end of all 
knowledge in the art of phyfic, is to reftore 
health to ite fick, 


The method of prefcribing therefore 
may be confidered as the very laft part of 
A-2 the 
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the phyfician’s province; it being the point 
to which his fkilbin all the other branches 
of the fcience have a direét tendency. 
From, .hence the neceffity, ufefulnefs, and 
advantages as well as dignity of this ulti- 
mate brapch of the profeffion, are fufii- 
ciently obvious. | 


The intent of the following Praétical 
Dilpenfatory, therefore, 1s to place’ before 
the reader an eafy. and fhort method of 
treating: the feveral diforders incident to the- 
human body; wherein is contained, in a: 
fummary view, all that is efféntially -ne- 
ee either with refpect to phyfic or fur- 

cery, in order to anfwer every ame 
incortian of cure. 


It may be perhaps a matter of furprize, 
as there are fo many Difpenfatories already 
extant, and thofe no lefs learned than ac- 
curate, particularly the late one * publifhed 
by the Royal College of Phyficians (which 
indifputably far furpaffes all the reft) that

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another fhould be added to their number. 
But fince my Pharmacopceia Domeftica 
Nova, publifhed in Latin, which may be 
confidered as a fmall oficinal Difpenfatory, 
containing the prefcriptive part only, with-” 
out any comment in regard to the ufe or 
virtues of the medicines, @c. has been fo 
well received by the public, as to pafs 
throuch. four editions, I have been fre- 
quently folicited by feveral gentlemen verfed 
in medical affairs and others, to extend my 
plan to a-more general and public benefit, 
not only by publifhing a work of this kind 
in our own language, but to render it ftill 
more extenfively ufeful, by fubjoining a 
fhort detail of the virtues and dofe of 
every particular compofition, and fhewing 
in what cafes.each preicription is peculiarly 
efficacious. 


Befides, a national Difpenfatory is nota re= 
cular treatife of the art of pharmacy, much 
lefs a book of practice, but only a regifter 
of the medicines, the apothecary is to be fur- 
nifhed with; and therefore the prefent un- 
dertakine can, by no means, interfere with 

mn 2 that ; 
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that; for in regard to the officinal prepara- 
tions herein contained, the apothecary, in his 
Own private practice, or. any. other perfon,. 
may occafionally and difcretionally make 
ule of them or not, at his pleafure. After, 
this apology, it may not. be foreign. to, 
my purpofe: to premife a-word or. two in, 
relation, to.the work itfelf. 


The weights therefore and meafures be- 
ing adjufted, in the firft. place is. given a 
detail. of the, Materia Medica: which, 
though very. compendious, will be perhaps 
neverthelefs. experienced copioufly enough: 
to anfwer moft intentions of cure; confifting 
not only. of the fimples that enter. the com- 
pofitions of this Difpenfatory, but abound- 
ing likewife with others accuftomed. in the 
prefent practice to be occafionally pre-. 
icribed. 


The Materia Medica is followed: by 
conferves, robs. of black. currants, elder, 
and. extraéts. After thefe follow. diftilled 
or.efiential oils, falts and faline preparations,

then metallic saul euetonan 


And here it may be proper to obferve, 
that amongit the abovementioned prepara- 
tions, commonly called chemical medicines, 
where the name or title of a medicine only 
is fpecified, without a particular direction: 
for its procefs or preparation, it is then un- 
derftood to be made or compounded ac- 
cording to-the ftandard of the London Dit- 
penfatory; for it would be highly, abfurd. 
to deviate. from the precefles which are al- 
ready fo A YHABE injoined. by the college, 


Befides, in private or forall practice, it 
would be very inconvenient, through a want 
of the proper and expenfive implements, 
that are required in antimonial, mercurial 
and many other preparations; and there- 
fore I would advife thefe medicines to: be 
fought for from men of probity and known* 
fagacity, or from Apothecaries Hall. 


The next place is allotted to diftilled 
waters. Of: which clais of medicaments, 
although 
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although thofe, that are in the higheft de- 
sree cordial, are for the moft part only 
looked upon as vehicles for the commodious 
conveyance of more powerful remedies into 
the blood; yet, in cafe they refult from a 
judicious and apt compofition of ingre- 
dients, are not without their medical vir- 
tues, and confequently worthy of being in- 

_ferted in a work of this nature. Nay, to 
children and perfons of delicate and tender 
conf{titutions, unaccuftomed to vinous or 
fpirituous liquors, even fimple waters drawn 
from warm plants and feeds, fuch as hyffop, 
common and pepper-mint, pennyroyal, fen- 
nel and parfley-feeds, &c. are not without. 
fome degree of efficacy. 


The cordial waters are fucceeded by fpi- 
rits. For treacle-water is fubftituted the 
cordial acid water, where fnake-root fup- 
plies the place of mithridate and Venice 
Areacle. Nephritic-water, as it is a power- 
ful diuretic, is propofed as a fit menftruum: - 
for the elixir of the fame name. The in- 
fufions, decoétions, wheys, and vinegars,. 
follow the diftilled waters and fpirits. . 
As 
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As to medicated wines and tinétures, 
there is of thefe remedies a multiplicity of 
forms: the firft of which is not, as. elfe- 
where, ftiled tinctura facra, but aloetic wine. 
For the fake of children and perfons of 
equally tender conftitutions, who cannot 
bear the old Daffy’s. elixir or tincture of: 
fena, as it is prepared with a. fpirituous 
menftruum, an. elegant. wine. is exhibited 
with fena, impregnated almoft with the fame 
fimples as. the fpirituous tinéture. There, 
are. alfo two vermifuge wines, of the fame 
tendency. Syrups, honeys, and oxymelsy : 
are the next in order. 


Among the clafs of powders is the anti- 
monial febrifuge powder, which is an eafy 
cheap fubftitute for, and is at leaft equal to, 
James’s or any other fever powder. The 
powders are followed by troches: but of 
thefe, fo few in number, I look upon it 
needlefs to. fay any thing. 


In regard to pills, amongft other valuable 
compofitions of this clafs, are many cflica- 
ciaus 
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cious antivenereal ones, and a more mild, 
yet fufficiently powerful fuccedaneum, for 
the old hot draftic pills ex duobus, and 
cochize of the fhops, together with a cool- 
ute, diuretic and gentle purging pill. 


Bolufes and electaries are next in order. 
In regard to the laft of thefe articles, the 
alexipharmac ele@tary, confifting only of 
feven, but very powerful ingredients, be- 
fides the rob of elder in order to form them 
into a proper confiftence, is intended as a 
fuccedaneum for the more voluminous and 
injudicious compofitions of mithridate and 
Venice treacle; both which are nearly as ab-- 
furd and ridiculous as a plafter, anda di- 
ftilled water in the Paris Difpenfatory ; the 
former of which confifts of feventy ingre- 
dients at leaft, and the latter of one hun- 
dred and twenty-nine +. In this electary. 
I have omitted the opium, becaufe in many 
cafés it would be highly prejudicial ;. but. 
when it 1s proper, a few drops of thebaic 
tincture may be occafionally added in ex-

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temporaneous prefcriptions. There are like- 
wife two very elegant, extemporancous me- 
thods offered for preparing the cordial con- 
fection. The electaries are fucceeded by 
linétufes, emulfions, juleps, mixtures, drops, 
and draughts. 


The articles that follow next, are lotions, | 
garearifms, clyfters, injections, oil of Se. 
John’s wort by infufion, plafters, oint- 
‘ments, liniments, cerates, and epithems. 


Having gone through a methodical ar- 
rangement of my defign, I fhall farther add, 
that as this compendium is calculated and 
defigned equally for the benefit of private 
families, as of gentlemen of the faculty, I 
flatter myfelf it cannot fail of being an ac- 
ceptable companion for country clergymen,. 
‘and people of fortune in the country, who 
are defirous (when a phyfician cannot con- 
veniently be had) of affifting and relieving 
their poor neighbours in their pains and- 
fickneffes,; which, of all charities, is the 
moft ufeful, moft glorious, and moft ex- 
tenfive.

CONSERVA CORTICUM AURAN- 
TIORUM. 


ConsERVE of ORANGE PEELS. 
oS aeeerees half a pound of the outer yellow part 


of Seville orange peels fcraped off with a 
yafp. Pound it in a marble mortar with a wooden 
peftle, firft by ittelf, and afterwards with the ad- 
dition of a pound and a half of double refined 
fugar, till the whole be perfe&tly. incorporated, 
and rendered a fimilar and uniform mafs. 

; Or, 

‘Take any quantity of orange peels after their 
infufion, mm order to make a fyrup. Pound them 
very well, and pafs them through a hair-fieve. 
Then with thrice their weight of the beft refined 
fugar work this pulp into a conferve according 
to art. 

' Though conferves in general, are at prefent 
confidered chiefly as auxiliaries only, more for 
the fake of mixing and rendering palatable, or 
giving a proper form or confiftence to other re- — 
medies of greater efficacy, than to anfwer any 
intention of cure of themfelves; yet this elegant, 
grateful, and aromatic conferve, in cold, phleg- 
matic, or aged conftitutions, may be juftly efteem- 
ed, even of itfelf, a good flomachic and carmi- 
hative medicine, promoting appetite, expelling 
wind, warming the habit, and itrengthening the 

tone

tone of the ftomach and bowels. The quantity 
of a large nutmeg is the ufual dofe, which may 
be occafionally repeated two, three, or four times 
a day. The common dofe of the other con- 
ferves, may be from a dram to half an ounce, or 
more ; for as this form of medicine confifts of fo. 
large a quantity of fugar, there can be little or 
no danger of exceeding in this particular, 


CONSERVA CYNOSBATI, 
ConsERVE OF Hips. 


Take a pound of the pulp of ripe hips (drove 
through a fieve, and carefully freed from the in- 
fide prickly fibres) and two pounds of the fineft 
fugar. Mix and make a conferve. 3 

‘This is of forme efteem as an acefcent, foft, and 
fomewhat mucilaginous conferve. It quenches 
thirft, moves urine, ftops bilious diarrhoeas, and 
is of ufe in hot-fcurvies, and fervid indifpofitions 
of the ftomach. Half an ounce or more, may be 
taken at 4 time; but its principal ufe is in giving 
a due form to bolufes, electaries and lin&tufes. 


“CONSERVA ROSARUM. 
CONSERVE OF ROSES,’ 


Take a pound of red rofe-buds cleared of their 
white parts. Pound them very well in a marble 
mortar, and adding by degrees three pounds of 
double refined fugar in powder, make a conferve. 

- Two or three drams of this agreeable conferve, 
diffolved in warm milk, are frequently prefcribed 
as a light reftringent, in weaknefs of ftomach, in 
coughs and phthifical complaints, Mixed Ab

fpirit of vitriol, it promotes appetite, flops vo- 
miting, abates febrile heats and thirft.. With oil 
of turpentine it is ufeful in deterging and healing 
ulcerated lungs. The external application of it 
in form of a poultice, is likewife of yreat ufe in. 
fome inflammations of the eye. 

After the fame manner are prepared the 
Conferves: of the tops of Sea-wormwood, 

the leaves of Wood-forrel, and 
| the tops of Rofemary. 

Conferve of fea-wormword is ufeful in diforders: 
of the ftomach and liver, and is frequently ordered 
in extemporaneous prefcriptions, for weaknefs of: 
the vifcera, lofs of appetite, and bad digeftion, as. 
alfo in dropfies, jaundice, &c. “Whe conferve. of 
wood-forre] is pleafant and ufeful in febrile heats,. 
quenching thirit, and allaying the heat of the 
ftomach ;. for which reafon it frequently enters the: 
compofition of cooling fcorbutic eleftaries, Con- 
ferve of rofemary is alight cephalic, cordial me- 
dicine ; and in weaknefs of the nerves may be 
either taken alone, or mixed with other cephalic: 
ingredients of greater force and efficacy.

CONSERVE OF SLOES. 


Scald the floes in water to foften them, taking: 
care their fkins are not broken; then take them. 
out and prefs out their pulp, which mix with 
thrice its weight of double refined fugar. 

This as a moderate aftringent, may be given 
alone, from two drains to half.an ounce; but it is 
more frequently combined with other medicines. 
of this clafs, in the form of a bolus, or an electary,

Take the juice of Seville oranges and of gar- 
den fcurvy-grafs, of each a quart; the juice of

them, and, when the dregs are fubfided, ftrain 
them through a flannel. 

Thefe juices given from two to four ounces, 
two or three times a day, and continued for' 
fome time, are of confiderable ufe in fcorbutic 


diforders. 
ROB RIBESIORUM NIGRORUM, 


Rop or BLrAcK CURRANTS. 


Take of the depurated juice of black currants 
one pint, and a pound of white fugar, Simmer 
them together to a proper confiftence. 

~The rob or jelly of black currants, is much re+ 

commended as a proper diuretic in nephritic com= 
plaints; but its more celebrated virtue is in a 
{quinzey: a tea fpoonful or two leifurely fwal- 
lowed down warm, and frequently repeated, is, 
by fome, aflerted to be a fpecific in this difeafe ; 
infomuch that Mr. Ray calls the black currant, 
the fquinancy-berry. See the Modern PraGtice 
of Phyfic. 


ROB SAMBUCI 
Ros oF ELDER. 


Let the depurated juice of ripe elder-berries be 
infpiflated over a gentle fire, with the addition 
of 


16 Juices: 
of an eighth part of double refined fugar to a 
proper thicknefs. 

This preparation is confidered as a fapona- 
ceous, difcutient, and deobftruent medicine; 
gently promoting the natural excretions by ftool,. 
urine, or fweat. The dofe is from a dram to 
half an ounce or more. In common colds, a 
fpoonful of it diluted with warm water, and 
taken at night going to reft, is frequently of con- 
fiderable fervice. ' 


ELATERIUM. 


This is the infpiflated juice, or extract, made 
of the wild cucumber, called cucumis agreftis or 
afininus, It is a ftrong irritating cathartic, and 
frequently operates both upwards and downwards. 
It is the moft violent in operation of any of the 
hydragogues, and is therefore never prefcribed, 
but in indolent phlegmatic habits, as in ftubborn. 
dropfies, in which it is by fome particularly re- 
commended. ‘T’wo or three grains are in ge- 
neral a fufficient dofe.

Extrracts and RESINES. 


EXTRACTUM CAMPECHENSE. 
ExtTrractr oF LoGgwoop. 


Take four pounds of logwood in powder 
Boil it in twelve gallons of water to one gallon 
and a half, and ftrain it. Then fet it by, that 
the dregs may fubfide. Then boil it again to a 
juft confiftence over a very flow fire, with care 
to avoid burning. 

_ Ina diarrhoea, proceeding from a weak and 
relaxed ftate of the inteftines, or from any acri-. 
monious matter lodged therein, this pleafant and 
moderately aftringent extract, where the necef- 
fary evacuations have preceded, will turn out a 
very ferviceable medicine. The dofe is from a 
{cruple to half a dram or two {cruples, and occa- 
fionally repeated four or five times a day, or after 
every loofe ftool. 


EXTRACTUM CATHARTICUM. 


"Fue CaTHarRTic ExTRAcT. 


Take of focotorine aloes an ounce and a half; 
of the pith of coloquintida fix drams ; fcammony, 
the lefler cardamom feeds hufked, of each half an 
ounce; of proof fpirit a pint and a half. The 
—fpirit being poured upon the coloquintida cut 
fmall, and the feeds bruifed, draw a tincture with 
a gentle heat continued four days; then to the 

tincture: 
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tincture prefled out add the aloes and feammony, 
firft feparately reduced to powder ; and thefe be- 
ing diflolved, draw off the fpirit, and reduce the 
mafs to the confiftence of a pill. 

. This extra& is a medicine of fingular impor- 
tance, and is relied on in cafes where the life of 
the patient depends on its taking effect: the dofe 
is from fifteen grains to half a dram. In the 
iliac paffion,, and dry belly-ach, a fcruple of this 
purging extract, with one grain of the thebaic 
extract, is’ preferibed by Dr. Mead, for eafing. 
the pain, and promoting ftools ; for acrid cathar- 
tics, given alone, caufe too great an irritation, 
and are thrown up by vomit. The ufe of this 
medicine is to be preceded by plentiful bleeding, . 
accompanied with ftimulating clyfters and gentle 
purges ;- therefore fome hours after the above 
anodyne cathartic, the Doé&ter orders two fpoon- 
fuls of the infufion of fena, with a fourth part of 
the tincture of fena, to be taken every hour or 
two, till the patient has had a fufficient number 
of ftools. See bilious colic, &c. in Modern 
Pradtice of Phyfic. dee) 


EXTRACTUM GENTIANA, 
‘Ext RACY OF GENTIAT. 


Take a pound of gentian root cut into thin. 
pieces. Boil it in a fufficient quantity of water, 
till it has communicated all its efficacy to the» 
water. “Then ftrain and prefs the decoction, and! 
Jet it ftand to depurate; then boil it to the con-) 
fiftence of a pill, with ‘care toward the end to. 
avoid burning. ‘

“s EX TRACTUM RUT &: 
ExTrRactT oF RUE. 


‘Take the liquor remaining after the diftillation 
of rue water. Strain it, and after it has fubfided 
boil it to a pilular confiftence. 

Extra of gentian is a warm deobftruent 
fiomachic bitter, creating an appetite, and help- 
ing digeftion ; and is a good vermifuge. The 
dofe is from one fcruple, to two or more. . 

Extract of black hellebore is an excellent al- 
terative and aperient, and is frequently prefcribed, 
in fmall dofes, for attenuating vifcid humours 
and opening inveterate obftructions of the re- 
moter glands: in plethoric conftitutions, where 
fteel would be hurtful, it is likewife often made 
ufe of as a poweriul menagogue in ftubbera ob-, 
flru€tions of the catamenia.. The dofe, when 
Intended to act only as a, cathartic, is from, jten, 
grains to a fcruple er more. E091 

Extra&t of fayine is hot and dry, opening and 
attenuating, and of great fervice in obftructions 
of the uterus, or other viflcera, proceeding from. 
a cold flugeifh indifpofition of the juices. It 
may be-given from five to fifteen grains, or a 
{cruple. 

Extra&t of rue is of fimilar virtues, but in a 
lefs degree, with that of favine; and may be 
fometimes ufed in the compoiition of pills, &c. 
in hyfteric cafes and uterine obftructions. 


EX TRAC- 
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EXTRACTUM JALAPIL 
ExTRACT OF JALAP. » 


Pour upon jalap roét powdered, as much. 
rectified fpirit of wine as will cover it to the 
height of four fingers, and with a gentle heat 
extract a tincture; boil the remaining jalap feve- 
ral times in water: after ftraining, draw off the 
Spirit from the firft tin@ure, till what remains 
begins to thicken; infpiffate alfo the ftrarned 
decoctions; then mix the two extracts, and 
with 4 gentle fire reduce the whole to a pilular 
confiftence. | 
. The .dofe of this effe€tual and fafe purging 
extract, is from fix to twelve or fifteen grains. 


EXTRACT MM fURIPERT 
EXTRACT oF JUNIPER. 


Take of juniper berries bruifed two pounds, 
Infufe them in two gallons of hot water for two: 
days ; then boil them together for two or three 
hours, ftrain and prefs out the decoction, and 
fet it by to fubfide; pour off the clear liquor, 
and evaporate it to the confiftence of honey. 

This is a grateful, carminative, ftomachic and 
diuretic preparation. It may be given from one 
to four drams. : 


EXTRACTUM PERUVIANUM. 
EXTRACT OF THE, BARK. 


This is to be made from the Peruvian Bark 
powdered with rectified fpirit of wine and water 
in the fame manner as the extract of jalap. 


This. 
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This extract of the bark is not only fpecifically 


efficacious in intermittent fevers, but is likewife 
very ferviceable in the cure of all or moft pe- 
-riodical diforders. After proper evacuations have 
been premifed, it may be adminiftred from ten 
grains to a fcruple, or half a dram every three 
or four hours, in the intervals of the paroxy{ms.

Jamaica Pepper. 


Thefe oils are obtained by diftillation with an 
‘-alembic and large refrigeratory. Water muft be 
added to the materials in fufficient quantity to 
prevent their burning, and the fubject be mace- 
rated in. that water a little time before the diftil- 
lation. Seeds, roots, and {pices are to be bruifed 
previoufly to the maceration. The oil comes over 


with the water, and either {wims on the top, or — 
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finks to the bottom, according as it is heavier 
or lichter ; and is'to be feparated from the water 
by a feparating funnel. 


OLEUM TEREBINTHINAG. 
OTL oF TuRPENTINE. 


Turpentine is- diftilled with water in a copper 
‘frill, like the effential oils of vegetables; and is 
ftritly an effential one, though not ufually ranked 
in this clafs. It is commonly, but improperly — 
called fpirit of turpentine. Yellow rofin remains 
in the ftill after the diftillation. hii 

The ethereal oil of turpentine is obtained by 
diftilling the preceding oil in a retort with a very 
gentle heat, till what remains is become of the 
confiftence of a balfam, and is called the balfam 
of turpentine. 

Effential oils, om ae¢count of their heat and 
pungency, cannot be given alone, but re- 
quire to be diluted with water, or fome other 
proper vehicle, by the mtermediation of fugar, 
honey, fyrup, fome foft mucilage, or a very {mall 
portion of rectified {pirit of wine ; with all which 
they readily unite; or elfe mixed with powders, 
pills, bolufes, or electaries. 

In regard to the virtues of thefe: the oil of 
faffafras is of fome efteem, as a grateful warm 
fudorific in cold chronic rheumatifms and venereal’ 
complaints ; and is therefore, by fome, fuppofed 
to be a purifier of the blood and juices. The 
dofe is from two to four or five drops, and fome= | 
times more, but then it fhould be greatly diluted. 

Oil of origanum or wild marjoram, as it is of 
i acrimonious a nature to be ufed internally, 
oo its 
toh

its principal ufe is externally, for eafing the tooth« 
ache, by putting a drop or two upon lint or cot- 
ton into the aching tooth. a 

Oil of pepper-mint is chiefly ufed in cold fla- 
tulent colics. Its dofe, except in extraordinary 
cafes, fhould not exceed two drops. 

Oil of common-mint is of great ufe.in moft 

diforders of the ftomach, not accompanied with 
inflammation, as weaknefs, naufea, crudities, 
wind, lofs of appetite, hiccoughs, and vomitings. 
It may be given from one, to three or four drops 
_at a time, properly diluted, or mixed with other - 
things. It is likewife beneficially employed in 
ftomachic cataplafms and plafters for the above 
purpofes. — 
Oil of penny-royal, is hot and dry, of very 
fubtle.and volatile parts, and is peculiarly appro- 
priated to the female fex, as an aperient, and de-., 
obftruent, efpecially in hyfteric complaints, and 
fuppreffions of the uterine purgations. It may 
be given from one to three or four drops. 

Oil of rofemary may be taken from two, to ~ 
three or four drops, in epileptic, nervous and 
uterine.complaints. 

Oil of rue is recommended as an anthelmintic, 
uterine, nervous medicine; but the dofe, as it 
is very acrid, fhould not exceed two or three 
drops. : Sas 
_ In cold phlegmatic conftitutions, oil of favine 
is juftly efteemed as an uterine and powerful me- 
nagogue, though not often met with. in any in- 
ternal prefcription.. The dofe is from one to 
three or four drops. {t is fometimes made ufe of 
externally in cataplafms, plafters and embroca- — 
tions againit the worms in children, See the 

chapter 
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chapter on worms, in my Modern Practice of 
Phyfic. 

Oil of wormwoood is chiefly made ufe of as 
a vermifuge, both externally in applications to 
the belly, and internally in the form of pills, 
electaries, &c. It may be given from one, to 
two or three drops, diflolved in rectified fpirit of 
wine, in any proper vehicle. 

Oil of chamomile flowers is carminative, emol~ 
lient, and fomewhat anodyne ; it is of very pe= 
culiar fervice in flatulent colics, and after pains. 
in child-bed women. A drop or two, to a dofe, 
in after-patns may be given, in a {perma cetl 
bolus or draught. 

Oil of lavender flowers is of confiderable fer 
vice, both externally and internally, in paralytic 
complaints, and in debilities of the whole-ner- 
vous fyftem in general. ‘The dofe is from two to 
five or fix drops. 

Oil of anifeeds is a wonderful] carminative, ex-_ 
pelling wind out of the ftomach and inteftines, 
both given at the mouth and in clyfters. “The 
feeds were fo much in favour with Helmont, as 
to obtain from him the name of folamen intefti- 
norum: as this is one of the mildeft of the diftilled 
oils, it may be taken, properly diluted, from one 
or two drops, to ten or more. Perhaps the fol- 
lowing formula may be as convenient as any. 

Take oil of anifeed fixty drops; fine fugar 
half an ounce; grind them together in a mortar, 
adding by degrees half a pint of fimple mint 
water : of this mixture, the patient may take a» 
table fpoonful or more, for a dofe. This oil is 
likewife often applied externally in anodyne and 
emollient liniments and embrocations. 


Cc Oil 
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Oil of carraway feeds is a very hot, ftomachic, 
carminative, diuretic medicine. Its dofe is from 
one, to two or three drops. | 

In cold, flatulent diforders of the ftomach and 
bowels, the hot and unpleafant oil of cummin- 
feeds, is fometimes employed in the dofe of one 
or two drops. 

Oil of dill-feeds is fometimes given as a car-_ 
minative, in-cold flatulent colics and hiccoughs 
from one to three or four drops. 

Oil of juniper-berries is much of the turpen- 
tine kind ; and ferviceable as a-carminative and 
ftomachic: it is likewife a powerful diuretic, 
and forcibly deterges the urinary paflages, which 
“may be known by its {cent in the urine. The 
dofe is from one, to five, fix or more drops, in 
any proper vehicle. 

Oil of cinnamon is a moft noble cordial and 
ftomachic medicine ; and therefore in cold lan- 
guid cafes, debilities of the ftomach, bowels, 
and nerves; it is often prefcribed in bolufes, 
ele€taries, or powders. One drop, on account 
of its great heat and pungency, is a good dofe, 
though fome go as far as two, or three drops, 
when properly “diluted. 

The following method of adminiftring it, (to- 
gether with that mentioned among the Shine 
preparations, pag. 36) is very: commodious and 
elegant, : 

‘Take oil of cinnamon fixteen drops; fine 
fugar three drams ; fimple cinnamon water half 
a pint.. Mix them properly together, and let 
the patient take a large table fpoonful at a time, 
which may be occafionally repeated. 

Oil of cloves is carminative and ftomachic, 
and is fometimes ufed in the quantity of a drop 
in cathartic pills, It is alfo ufed in the tooth- 

7 ache ; 
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ache; abit of lint dipped in it, being put into 
the hollow tooth. 

‘The grateful aromatic oil of nutmegs is oftener 
ufed in compofition, than prefcribed alone : it is 
certainly a good {tomachic, cordial, nervous and 
fubaftringent medicine ; and in thefe intentions 
may be given from one, to two or three drops. 

Effence of lemons, or the effential oil of lemon 

eel is fometimes taken to the quantity of two, 
three, or four drops, as a cordial, and in weak- 
nefs of the ftomach ; but its greateft ufe is as a 
a perfume in unguents, lotions, &c. ‘The fol- 
lowing form is very agreeable for giving it. 

Take of eflence of lemons twenty drops ;_ 
double refined fugar three drams ; fimple cinna- 
mon water feven ounces; fpirituous cinnamon 
water one ounce. Of this mixttre, one or two 
table fpoonfuls may be taken occafionally. 

Oil of jamaica pepper is a fine aromatic, cor- 
dial and ftomachic medicine; and, as it can be 
obtained by diftillation pure and genuine here 
at home, may be ufed as a fuccedaneum to thofe 
undoubtedly adulterated oils of the more coftly 
eafiern fpices, Its dofe is from one, to three or 
four drops, properly diluted. . 

Oil of turpentine is a hot ftimulating, diuretic 
and fudorific medicament; and may be given 
from two, to five, or even ten drops largely di- 
luted, or mixed with honey. In cold chronic 
rheumatifms, fciatica, &c, I have ordered it in 
Jarger dofes with fuccefs; but great caution is 
required. It is often applied externally againft 
rheumatic and other pains, fprains, &c. for dif- 
cuffing cold tumours, and {topping hemorrhages, 
being made hot. See the chapters in the Modern 
Practice, on the gout, feiatica, rheumatifm, and 
bleeding at the nofe, 
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SALTS ann SALINE PRE- 
PARATIONS. 


SAL ABSINTHII. 
SALT OF. WORMW. OOD. 


Let the afhes of wormwood be put into an iron 
pot, and kept red-hot by a ftrong fire for fome 
hours, often ftirring them, that all remains of ‘oil 
may be burnt out; then boil them in water ; 
{train the water, which will be impregnated with 
the falt, through paper, and evaporate it till a 
dry falt remains ; which is to be kept ina vefiel 

clofe ftopt. 

_~. After the fame manner a fixt alkaline falt may 
be prepared from all thofe vegetables which yield 
this kind of falt, as bean ftalks, broom, carduus, 
mugwort, lefier centaury, fcordium, &c. 


SAD FAR TRS: 
SALT OF TARTAR, 


Wrap up any fpecies of tartar in ftrong brown 
paper, firft made wet, or inclofe it in a proper 
vellel, and expofe it to the fire, that its oil may 
be burnt out, then boil it in water, and collect 
its falt as before.

Ley or TARTAR. 


Let tartar calcined to whitenefs, be fet aye in 
a moitt Plath: that it may liquefy,

Diffolve one part of the above calcined tartar 
in three parts of pure water, in order to make 
an extemporaneous ley. 

The medical virtues of thefe, and other fixt 
alcaline falts are, to attenuate vifcid juices, re- 
folve obftructions, and promote the natural fe- 
cretions. Hence their great ufe, being given 
with attenuating, diuretic, and diaphoretic me- 
dicines : where acidities abound in the firft paf- 
fages, they are likewife of fingular benefit, by 
abforbing and neutralizing the acid, and render-_ 
ing it of a mild and benign nature; but in a 
broken, diflolved, putrid fate of the fluids, as 
in fcurvies, &c. orin a hot, acrid, bilious ftate 

of the blood, they are, for very obvious reafons, 
highly prejudicial. In coftive habits, fix, eight, 
er ten grains of aloes, or a fcruple of Rufus’s 
pill may be occafionally taken at night, with a 
requifite dofe of falt of tartar diflolved in water 
the next morning. © The dofe is from five grains 
to a fcruple or half a dram; and in fome cir- 
cumftances, a dram, largely diluted with watery 
Hquors. 

Amongft the following preparations, commonly 
called chemical mecaicines, where the name or 
title of a medicine only is {pecified, without a 
particular direction for its proce{s or preparation, 
it is then under{tood to be made acccrding to the 
ftandard of the London Difgenfatory.

This: is a mild diuretic aperient preparation, 
and is therefore given in obftruCtions, cachexies, 
C3 and. 
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and the jaundice, from one fcruple to a dram; 
but when defigned for a cathartic, it may be taken 
in the quantity of three drams, or more. 


CAUSTICUM COMMUNE FORTIUS. 
Tue Common Stroncer Caustic. 


This is generally made ufe of in abfceffes ; 
and likewife to make iffues in parts where cutting 
is dificult or inconvenient.

THe Mitper Common Caustic.

‘The ftrong fpirit, 
improperly called oil of vitriol, is given in the 
fame intentions as the weak fpirit, in an eighth 
part of the dofe. The colcothar is a good aftrin- 
gent and ftrengthener in laxities of the folids and 
decays of conftitution: it may be exhibited in 
form of a bolus, electary, or pill, from five grains 
to fifteen, two or three times a day.

Diflolve cryftals 
of tartar in boiling water, and faturate the folu- 
tion with the cryftals of kali: the proportions 
neceflary for this purpofe will be about fixteen 
ounces of the latter to twenty of the former.

This elegant purging falt, taken from the laft 
edition of the Paris Pharmacopoeia, 1748. under 
the title of fal polycreftum folubile, vulgo de

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feignette, has for a long time been much valued 
in France, and now very defervedly begins. to be 
greatly efteemed in this country. 

It is infinitely pleafanter than either Glaubet’s. 
or Epfom falts, fo called, and operates very gently 
without griping. Its dofe is from half an ounce 
to one ounce, ten drams, or more, diflolved in 
warm water, thin gruel, or oatmeal tea. 


MAGNESIA ALBA 


WHitE MaGNESIA. 


Diffolve fal catharticus amarus in a fufficient 
quantity of water. Filter the folution, and add 
to it a filtered ley of pot-afh, fo long, as a frefh 
addition continues to occafion any milkinefs, A 
white powder will precipitate; which, being fe~ 
parated from the liquor, is to be carefully wafhed 
i frefh portions. both of hot and cold water, and 
afterwards dried. : 

There is another kind of magnefia, prepared 
from mother-ley of nitre.

The above defcribed magnefia, as well as the 
nitrous one, is an ufeful and fafe antacid purge 
in the dofe of one or two drams. [In fmaller dofes 
of a fcruple or half a dram it is reckoned fome- 
what diaphoretic and diuretic ; and is. of late par- 
ticularly efteemed for the cure of the heart burn, 
and for preventing or removing the many dif- 
orders to which children, in confequence of aci-

Salt of amber (for the fpirit fo called, is no 
more than a folution of a fmall portion of the 
falt in phlegm or water) is a noble aperient, diu- 
retic, diaphoretic, and nervous medicine. In the 
convulfive deliriums of fevers, it is frequently 
joined with alexipharmic and cordial medicines ; 
by which, with proper dilution, a falutary dia- 
phorefis is often procured. 

‘The rectified oil is fometimes prefcribed inter- 
nally in hytteric and nervous cafes, mixed with 
{pirit of fal ammoniac, lavender, or the like, from 

ene to ten or twelve drops: but it is moftly ufed 
externally, in liniments and embrocations for 
paralytic 
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paralytic or weak limbs, and fixed rheumatic 
pains. 


SPIRITUS, er SAL CORNU CERVI. 
SPIRIT, AND SALT OF HARTSHORN. 


The volatile alcaline falt and fpirit of hartfhorn 
are cordial, diaphoretic, colliquating and ftimu- 
lating preparations. Hence they are particularly 
ufeful in lethargic and paralytic cafes ; in hyfte~ 
rical and hypochondriacal diforders, in fome low,. 
nervous fevers, accompanied with a redundance 
of phlegm, cold vifcid juices, and fizinefs of the 
blood, &c,. more efpecially in aged people, and 
cold conftitutions: but in putrid fevers, fcurvies,, 
and in a thin, and hot acrimonious ftate of the 
blood, they are highly improper. ‘The dofe of 
the falt is from a grain or two to fifteen or 
twenty. ‘The fpirit may be taken from ten to 
forty or fixty drops in any proper vehicle,

only dropping any proper eflential oil into this 
dulcified fpirit, which will readily diflolve and 
unite with the oil without the help of diftillation. 
The proportion of half a dram of eflential oil to 
four ounces of the fpirit may be fufficient for ge- 
neral ufe: or about eight drops of oil of cin- 
namon to an ounce of the fpirit, thirty or forty 
drops of which mixture may be taken for a dofe 
in any proper vehicle. | 


SPIRITUS VOLATILIS FOETIDUS. 
VoLaTiILe Frrip SPIRIT. 


In hyfteric or hypochondriac complaints, ner- 
vous languors, and the like ; this medicine, taken 
in the quantity of thirty or forty drops, is un- 
doubtedly a very good one. 


SPIRITUS VOLATILIS AROMATICUS. 
VoLATILE AROMATIC SPIRIT. 


This is a cordial, flomachic, fudorifie fpirit ; 
a tea {poonful or two of which may be occafion- 
ally taken, properly diluted. ‘This fpirit like-— 
wife, mixed with a double or triple quantity of 
water, and applied externally, makes a moft ex- 
cellent difcutient in an ecchymofis and contu- 
fions: the way of ufing it, is to dip folded linen 
cloths in the mixture, and after gently preffing, 
apply them to the part, renewing them as often 
as they grow dry.

‘This is made after the fame manner as the fore= 
going, by ufing Barbadoes tar initead of the ot. 

The fhops have formerly abounded with a va- — 
riety of fulphurated balfams, prepared with the 

different 
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different oils of amber, anifeed, turpentine, &c. 
but the prefent practice has, in a great meafure, 
very jufily rejected them on accouns of their hot, 
irritating qualities ; for the degree of heat requi- 
fite to diffolve or unite them with the fulphur, 
muft neceflarily not only alter or deftroy their 
effential virtues, but likewife add an extraor- 
dinary degree of acrimony to them: however, 
the above recited fimple balfam being prepared 
only with an exprefied oil, Bay, poflibly be an 
ufeful pe€toral afthmatic medicine in old age, or 
cold phlegmatic conftitutions. Its dofe is from 
ten to forty drops, upon fine powdered fugary 
é&c. and in order to anfwer the intention of ani- 
fated, terebinthinated balfams, &c. a few drops. 
of their eflential oils may be occafionally added. 
to each dofe. It is alfo ufed externally, for 
cleanfing and healing foul ulcers. 

The batfam with Parbadoes tar 4s recom-. 
mended in old coughs, afthmas, and confump- 
tions, from a cold phlegmatic caufe; for as it is 
a warm medicament, great care fhould be ob- 
ferved, not to adminifter it in an inflamed ftate 
of the blood, or in hot bilious conftitutions.. 
The dofe is from five grains to a fcruple. 


SULPHUR PRZECIPITA TUM, 
PRECPPLITA TE D* SUL PH URS 


This preparation, formerly called lac fulphuris,. 
er milk of fulphur, differs not in quality from 
pure fulphur, or its flowers. It is certainly a 
good pectoral deterfive medicine in coughs, afth- 
mas, and other diforders of the breaft ard lungs $: 
it promotes infenfible perfpiration, is laxative, and 


proves of great fervice in the piles, and is ufed: 
both. 
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both internally and externally in cutaneous dif- 
tempers. The dofe is from ten grains to a dram; 
though fome go farther. It is particularly. ob- 
fervable, that every preparation from this mi- 
neral is very effectual in lowering a falivation, © 
and hindering the operation of mercury by thofe 
particular glands. 


AQUA SULPHURATA. 
SULPHURATED WATER. 


This water, commonly called gas fulphuris, 
being impregnated with a fubtle volatile acid 
from the fulphur, is, with fome perfons, much 
efteemed as a good pectoral, afthmatic prepara- 
tion, particularly in fits of the convulfive afthma ; 
and may be given from one dram to two, or more, 
in any pectoral vehicle.

Tue Rust or JRon PREPARED, 


Steel, being only a more hardened compact 
iron, made fo by art, is allowed by phyfical wri- 
ters lefs proper for medicinal purpofes than the’ 
foft iron, which is not only more eafily cone 
verted into ruft, but is alfo more readily acted 
upon by the animal juices and the common men- 
ftrua than fteel. This, with other preparations 
of iron, is a medicine of confiderable efficagy ; 
for it braces the folids, rarehes the blood by in- 
creafing its momentum, and thereby becomes a 
moft powerful deobftruent in the remoter parts, 
or in the utmoft recefles of the glands, in pro- 
moting their deficient fecretions, and therefore, 
in cold conftitutions, is of great utility in ob- 
ftructions of the menfes, chlorofis, cachexy, jaun- 
dice, and quartan agues, &c. but in hot, bilious, 
fanguine habits, where the circulation is already 
too quick, the fibres too tenfe and rigid, or the 
fluids too thin, it is highly improper. The dofe 
is from five grains to a fcruple, in form of a pow- 
der, electary, bolus, or pill. 


FLORES MARTIALES., 
MarRTIAL FLOWERS. 


This, like other chalybeate preparations, is a 
good aperient, attenuating medicine ; is very ufe- 
| ful 
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ful in hyfteric and hypochondriac complaints, 
and in the rickets. The dofe is from two or 
three grains to fifteen; though I have, in ner- 
vous and hyfteric complaints, frequently given, 
with fuccefs, a fcruple in a draught with cam- 
phor julep and a little cordial water, as an ano- 
dyne, at night going to reft. 


StAcL MPA KR Debs, oa 
SALT OF IB ON,. 


This is one of the moft efficacious preparations, 
and is good in all the intentions of other chaly- 
beates. It has been of fuch efteem, with fome, 
in difeafes of the liver, as to obtain the name of. 
anima hepatis, the foul of the liver. In ob- 
ftructions of the liver-therefore, and other vif- 
cera, as well as the uterus, it is undoubtedly a 
powerful medicine, given from two or three 
grains to ten, and fometimes more, diflolved 
in water. 


CAUSTICUM LUNARE. 
Tue Lunar Caustic. 


This ftrong cauftic is often made ufe of by 
furgeons for confuming warts and other flefhy 
excrefcences, keeping down fungous flefh in 
wounds or ulcers, &c. 


SACCHARUM SATURNI. 


SUG AR.OF L.A 


This is chiefly employed externally in cooling 
liniments and lotions, for hot tetterous humours, 
and other difeafes of the fkin, and alfo in colly- 

riums 
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riums for the eyes; though fome go fo far as to 
give a few grains of it internally in fluxes, colli- 
quative fweats, gleets, fluor albus, &c. but as it 
moft certainly impedes the natural fecretions, 
caufing fevere gripes, fpafms, and contractions of 
the bowels, &c. I think the inward ufe of it 
fhould be intirely difcarded, and the only prepa- 
ration of it that can fairly be warranted, is the 
faturnine tincture. 


LAPIS MEDICAMENTOSUS.- 
| TBE MEpDICIMAL S-TOSLE 


A folution of this ftone in water is fometimes 
ufed for faftening loofe teeth, preferving the 
gums, and healing and drying up wounds and 
- ulcers, and in thin acrid defluxions on the eyes: 
it is likewife applied in injeCtions for a gonor- 
rhza, after the virulency is carried off. About 
two drams of it to four ounces of water is the 
common proportion. 


ETHIOPS ANTIMONIALITS., 


ANTIMONIAL A, THIOPS, 


Take purified quickfilver, crude antimony le- 
vigated, of each equal weights. 

Grind them together in a glafs or ftone mortar, 
until they are united. 

This medicine is ftrongly recommended in ve- 
nereal cafes, cancerous {wellings, fcorbutic and 
fcrophulous diforders, and other chronic and ob- 
ftinate difeafes.

Take purified quickfilver, flowers of fulphur 
unwathed, of each equal weights. 

Grind them together in a ~olats or ftone mor- 
tar, until they are » united. 

Great virtues have formerly been attributed to 
this medicine in venereal, fcorbutic, and fcro- 
phulous cafes, &c. but as the mercury is com~ 
bined with fulphur, which eminently abates and 
reftrains its power and efficacy, it is certainly the 
moft inactive of all the mercurial preparations. 
Boerhaave fays it cannot enter the abforbent 
vefiels, the lacteals or lymphatics, and therefore 
will not falivate, but pafles directly through the 
inteftinal tube, where it may happen to deftroy 
worms, if it operates luckily. It may be given to 
the quantity of a dram two or three times a day. 


MERCUARTUS’* ALCALIZAT US: 
ALCALIZED MERCURY. 


Take of pure quickfilver, three drams ; pre- 
pared crabs-eyes, five drams. 

Grind them together ina glafs or ftone mortar, 
till the mercurial globules difappear. 

This is fometimes ufed as an alterative in cu- 
taneous and {corbutic cafes, from ten grains to a 
fcruple or half a dram. 


MERCURIUS SACCHARATUS, 
SUGARED MERCURY. 


‘Take pure quickfilver, brown fugar-candy, of 
each half an ounce; efiential oil of juniper berries, 
fixteen drops;—Grind them together in a glafs 
mortar, until the mercury ceafes to appear. -

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_ This is taken from the laft edition of the 
Edinburgh difpenfatory, and is a pleafant fafe 
medicine in young children for the worms, in the 
dofe of two, three, or four grains ; but to adults, 
a fcruple may be given twice a day, as an 
alterative.

This is chiefly ufed in painting, but fometimes 
alfo in fumigations againft venereal ulcers in the 
nofe, mouth, and throat; and likewiie to keep 
up, or promote a falivation.

Of all the mercurials, this, in obftinate vene- 
real cafes, perhaps, is the moit powerful, efiica- 
cious, and certain preparation; and, under pro- 
per management, fufficiently mild withal. The 
ufual way of adminiftering it, is from half a grain 
to two grains, and half a grain or more of thebaic 
extraGt, made into a pill or bolus, with the Lon- 
don philonium, or fome other warm aromatic, 
every night going to bed, drinking half a pint of 
a. decoction of ‘the woods, or farfaparilla: the 
dofe of which decoétion fhould be repeated thrice 
every day befides. 


MERCURIUS CORROSTVUS. 
SUBLIMATUS, vet ALBUS. 


Corrosive Mercury SUBLIMATE, Or, 
WHITE Corrosive MERcuRY. 


Sublimate is a moft violent corrofive, prefently 
making an efchar, and deftroying whatever part 
ee . of 
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of the body it comes in contact with, Half a 
dram of it diflolved in a pint of lime water, turns 
it yellow, and is called phagedenic water ; which 
is fometimes ufed for keeping down proud fleth, 
and cleanfing foul ulcers; a grain of it being 
diffolved in an ounce or more of water may be 
carefully applied as a cofmetic, and for deftroying 
cutaneous infects. 

The internal ufe of a folution of corrofive 
fublimate in vinous fpirits, for the cure of vene- 
real maladies, has of late been much in vogue, 
not only in the hofpitals, and army, but alfo in 
private practice; the method of which will be 
feen under the article of folution of fublimate.

- Mercurius dulcis, when fix or feven times 
fublimed, has been commonly called calomelas, 
and aquila alba, &c. Mercurius dulcis is cer- 
tainly one of the beft and fafeft preparations of 
this mineral for general ufe; for as the ingenious 
Di. Lewis obferves, many of the more elaborate 
procefles are no other than attempts to produce 
from mercury fuch a medicine as this really is. 
It is an excellent anthelmintic, alterative, and 
deobftruent medicine. Ten or fifteen grains, 
given jn a pill or bolus, every night or oftener, 
will raife a falivation; though that is more fre- 
quently effected by mercurial ointments ex- 
ternally: but it is fometimes taken from five to 
ten grains, every night, for fome time, a purge 
being occafionally interpofed, to prevent its 
affecting the mouth. ‘The different ways of

It is 
a good efcharotic, and frequently ufed by the 
furgeons, with bafilicum, and other dreffings, 
for deftroying fungous fefh in ulcers, and the 
like purpofes. 


“MERCURIUS CORALLINUS. 


CORALEINE MERCURY, 


This preparation is a medicine of fuch activity, 
as fcarce fufficiently fafe for internal ufe: how- 
ever it ftands recommended by fome, as an ex- 
cellent alterant and diaphoretic, in the dofe of a 
grain or two, in venereal and other chronic ob- 
— ftinate difeafes, joined with a fmall quantity of 
opium.

MERCURIUS EMETICUS FLAVUS. 
THE Yettow MercuRIAL Emeric. 


This preparation, commonly called turbith 
mineral, is a very ftrong vomit ; and is accounted 
one of the moft efficacious mercurial medicines 
in virulent gonorrhoeas, and other venereal cafes, 
where the humours flow much to the parts: it 
ftands highly recommended likewife in ftrong 
conftitutions againft the leprofy, and objitinate 
glandular obftructions, &c. Its dofe as an 
emetic, is from two or three grains, to fix, and 
fometimes eight. In a confirmed pox, I have 
frequently given a grain of it with fuccefs, ina 
pill or fmall bolus, guarded with half a grain of 
opium, as an alterative and fudorific, in the fame 
manner as the mercurius calcinatus already men- 
tioned ; now and then interpoling a purgative, 
in order to prevent a falivation. 


SOLUTIO S2U0'B LM Ac ft. 
SOLUTION OF SUBLIMATE. 


Take of corrofive mercury fublimate, reduced 
to powder in a glafs mortar, eight grains; of 
proof fpirit or rather rectified fpirit of wine, one 


nit. 

Mix them together in a phial, and take half 
an ounce, that is, one table fpoonful every night, 
or night ‘and morning, in half a pint of gruel, 
drinking half a pint of farfaparilla decoétion, 
decoction of the woods, or faflafras-tea warm, 
after each dofe; obferving to ufe a low diet, 
with plentiful dilution during the whole courfe 
of this medicine. This method, for the cure of

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venereal diforders, fhould be continued for fix- 
teen, twenty, or thirty days, more or lefs, till 
all the fymptoms are removed, a proper purging 
medicament being, from time to time, occa- 
fionally interpofed. : 

Sometimes the antimonial wine, from thirty 
to forty, or even fixty drops, may be added to 
each dofe of the folution. i 


ANTIMONIUM CATHARTICUM. 
PuRGING ANTIMONY, 


‘Take four ounces of the glafs of antimony 
finely powdered, put to it gradually twelve ounces 
of oil of vitriol , let it digeft forty-eight hours ; 
diftill it in a fand heat; let it cool, then wafh 
the powder, which remains in the bottom of the 
retort, til] all its acrimony is loft. Dry it, and 
grind it with an equal weight of Glauber’s ca- 
thartic falt, and of fal enixum (vétriolated tartar) 
a double quantity. Put this mixture into a cru- 
cible, which place in a wind furnace; after it 
has ftood a quarter of an hour in a gentle fufion, 
take it from the fire; when cold, wafh the pow- 
der, dry it, and keep it for ufe. | 

Mr. George Wilfon, a very able and faithful 
chemift, who was the inventor of this prepara- 
tion, informs us, that itis the moft certain an- 
timonial purge he ever met with ; that it operates 
without naufeating the ftomach; and that by 
the ufe of this powder only, he knew three con- 
firmed poxes cured.

oF ANTIMONY. 


This preparation ufually called fulphur aura- 
tum antimonii, golden fulphur of antimony, ‘is 
a very powerful and efficacious medicine as an 
alterative, in cutaneous and venereal cafes, &c. 
its dofe is from one to three grains twice a day 3 
but the more common way of adminiftering it, is 
a mixture of equal parts of the fulphur and mer-_ 
curius dulcis, formed into pills with extracts, 
gums, &c. forms of which will be feen in their 
proper place hereafter. 


KERMES MINERALIS, 
KERMEs MINERAL. 


Take of antimony, fixteen ounces; any fixt 
alcaline falt, four ounces ; water one pint. 

Boil them together for two hours, then filter 
the warm liquor; as it cools, the kermes will 
precipitate. Pour off or water, and add to it 
three ounces of frefh alcaline falt, and a pint 
more of water: in this Bdavi bail the remaining 
antimony as before; and repeat the procefs a 
third time,. with the addition of only two ounces 
of alcaline falt, and another pint of water; fil- 
tering the liquor as at firft, and coilefting the 
powders which fubfide from them in cooling. 


The 
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The precefs for this preparation here directed, 
is much eafier and more accurate than that pre- 
{cribed for the fame medicine, under the title of 
kermes minerale, in the Codex Medicamentarius, 
or Pharmacopeeia Parifienfis ; befides the addi- 
tional trouble afterwards of wafhing the powder 
in water till it becomes infipid, and the repeated 
burning of reétified fpirit of wine upon it. This 
celebrated preparation likewife goes under the 
name of pulvis carthufianus, poudre des char- 
treaux, &c. and was for fome time kept a great 
fecret in inflammatory cafes, &Xc. till at length 
the French king purchafed it for a confiderable 
fum, and communicated it to the public in the 
year 1720. In virtue, it is fuppofed not very 
different from the preceding fulphur of antimony. 
As its ftrength, like other antimonials, is fome- 
what precarious, it fhould be exhibited at firft in 
very {mall dofes, viz. a grain or two, and increafed 
by degrees, according to its effect, to fix, eight, 
or ten. 


CROCUS ANTIMONII LOTUS. 
WasuHep Crocus or ANTIMONY, 


This preparation, commonly called crocus me- 
tallorum, and in the Paris Difpenfatory, juft now 
mentioned, and fome other foreign writers, hepar 
antimonii, or liver of antimony, being too rough 
an emetic to be taken in fubftance, is chiefly de. 
figued for the preparation of emetic tartar, and 
of the antimonial emetic wine. 


TARTARUM EMETICUM. 
EMETIC TARTAR. 


The principal operation of this medicine is 


{afficiently exprefled by its title. Its dofe as an 
4. emeticy 
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emetic, is from two to fix or eight grains, ina 
draught or bolus : fometimes a grain of it is added 
as a ftimulus to ipecacoanha, or other vomits. 
It is alfo given in fimall dofes, as an alterative 
and diaphoretic ; in the firft intention, from a 
‘quarter to half a grain, and a grain in the latter, 
as a diaphoretic. ' 


CALX ANTIMONIILI. 
Tut CaLx oF ANTIMONY, 


This, from its fuppofed quality of exciting 
fweat, has been commonly called diaphoretic 
‘antimony; but when it is divefted of the faling 
matter by wafhing, as the procefs directs, it is 
certainly very mild, if not altogether inactive ; 
and therefore the unwafhed calx will undoubtedly 
prove a more powerful medicine than the other ; 
for the committee of the college admit that it has 
no fenfible operation: however, it may be ufeful 


in fome fcorbutic, or cutancous atiorders, as aw ~~ 


abforbent, and eduicorant. The dofe of the 


calx is from a fcruple to a dram or more: the 


unwafhed calx may be given from fifteen grains 
to half a dram, or, at the moft, two {cruples. 


CAUSTICUM ANTIMONIALE. 
THE ANTIMONLAL CaustTte. 


This preparation, formerly called butter of an- 
timony, the college have more properly changed 
that title, for the other above fpecified. The 
only ufe of this cauftic is for confuming the fun- 
gous ficfh, and callous lips of ulcers. 
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CINNABARIS ANTIMONIL 
CINNABAR OF ANTIMONY. 


This is an attenuating, deobftruent prepara- 
tion, and ufed in many chronic diforders, as the 
gout, inveterate head-achs, and rheumatifms pro- 
ceeding from a fizinefs of the blood, cutaneous 
foulnefies, obfiructions of the olands, and im- 
purities of the blood and juices. Some practi- 
tioners. efleem it (either alone, or joined with 
other antifpafmodics, fuch as valerian, afafetida, 
&c.) almoft a fpecific in the cure of epilepfies. 
The dofe is from ten grains to half a dram, 
twice a day.

Cinnamon being of a very compact nature, 
the long maceration with falt, previous to the 
dilation, becomes neceilary in order to penétrate 
and unlock, as it were, the texture of it more 
effectually than fimple water alone could do. 
This is of great ufe, as a grateful aromatic, cor- 
dial and ftomachic water; and as it is drawn 
without fpirit, is better accommodated to febrile 
patients than the following fpirituous one. The 
cofe, by itfelf, may be from half an ounce, to 
two or three ounces. Simple waters are for the 
moit part only looked upon as vehicles for the 
commodious conveyance of more powerful re- 
medies info the blood; yet furely, to children 
and perfons of delicate and tender conftitutions, 
unaccuitomed to vinous or fpirituous liquors ;

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The fpirit of vinegar is undoubtedly a purer 
and ftrenger acid than vinegar itfelf, with which 
it agrees in other refpects, | 

Vinegar, in common with other vegetable 
acids, is an excellent antiphlogiftic medicine, ufe- 
ful in all kinds of inflammatory and putrid difor- 
ders, either internal or external: in ardent, bir 
lious, peftilential fevers, and other malignant dif- 
eafes, it is, according to Boerhaave, one of the 
moft certain fudorifics. “The great difference be- 
tween vegetable and mineral acids, is, that the 
former are milder, lefs ftimulating, not fo liable 
to coagulate the animal juices, and being of a 
fomewhat faponaceous quality, more readily pro- 
mote the urinary fecretions, &c. 

Diftilled vinegar may be taken from half an 
ounce to an ounce or more, properly diluted. 


SPIRITUS COCHLEARIA. 
SPIRIT OF SCURVY+GRASS:. 


Take of frefh feurvy-grafs bruifed, ten pounds ; 
rectified fpirit of wine, five pints. 

Steep the herb in the fpirit for twelve hours;

&c. under the notion of refrefhing and comfort- 
ing the nerves; and likewife taken internally, 
from a tea fpoonful to one dram or two, in any 
proper vehicle, 

The fecond, which is a tinged fpirit, is a very 
elegant grateful, cordial, nervous medicament 5 
and is defervedly efteemed againft apoplexies, 
palfies, head-ach, palpitation of the heart, shes:

nefs of the nerves, &c. It may be taken from 
twenty to one hundred drops at a time upon 
fugar, letting it gradually diffolve in the mouth ;

It may be given from two 
drams to half an ounce, and fometimes more, di- 
luted with fome agreeable aqueous liquor.

Take two drams of the volatile alcaline falt of 
fal ammoniac, or the like quantity of the volatile 
falt of hartfhorn, rubbed in a glafs or marble 
mortar, and gradually pour upon it a pint of dif- 
tilled vinegar, or as :much as will faturate it, 
that is, till the effervefcence ceafes; occafionally 
ftirring the mixture, to promote the action of the 
vinegar on the falt. 

This is an excellent deobftruent, diuretic, and 
diaphoretic, neutral fpirit; and as it operates 
without heat, it may be given in febrile and in-. 
flammatory diforders, where medicines of the 
warm kind, if they fail of procuring fweat, ag- 
gravate the diftemper. The dofe is from one 
dram to half an ounce, more or lefs, according 
to its ftrenyth, which is fomewhat precarious, 
either by itfelf, or rather with other medicines 
adapted to the intention. 

It is likewife ufed in collyria for the albugo, or 
white fpeck in the eye, that frequently is the 
confequence of inflammations, by the extrava- 
fation of humours between the membranes of the 
‘cornea; and particularly in the finall-pox, by 
the fuppuration of puftles in this part. The pro- 
portion may be as follows. 

Take half an ounce of Mindererus’s fpirit, and 
one ounce and a half of pring water.

Thefe de- 
eoctions are contrived for thofe, whofe ftomachs, 

perhaps, 
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perhaps, would be apt to recoil on {wallowing it 
in fubftance. The dofe of either the fimple or 
tartarized decoction is two or three ounces every 
three or four hours. If an intermittent fever: be 
the cafe, it will be proper, previous to the ufe of 
this admirable drug, to unload the ftomach and 
firkt paflages, by a gentle vomit and -cathartic ; 
and in plethoric habits, or where the fever. is of 
the bilious kind, and accompanied with’ ‘great 
heat, venafeciion fhould be premifed; and then 
after thefe neceffary evacuations, two or: three 
ounces of the nitrous Peruvian decoction may be 
taken every three or four hours during the interes 
miffion. Jn fome ill habits, where the juices are 
flugeith and tenacious, the viteera and abdominal 
glands obftructed; the bark, by itfelf, not only 
proves unfuccefsful, but often injurious; _in 
‘this cafe proper decbfirwents:ihould be added 5 
and for this purpofe two ounces of the feel pes 
ruvian decocélion may be taken three or four 
times a day, or this and the tartarized decoétion 
may be adminiftered alternately every third of 
fourth hour, oy | 

The vitriolic Peruvian déco@tion is well calcu- 
lated (after proper evacuations) againft a dia- 
betes, a fimple gonorrhcea or gleet, fiuor albus, 
immoderate uterine fluxes, colliquative hectic 
fevets, and fundry other diforders, proceeding 
from too great laxity of the fibres. ‘he dofe i8 
three or four ounces as many times in a day, or 
oftener. In regard to the farther ufe and virtues 
of this ineftimable and celebrated drug, fee the 
feveral chapters, in the Modern Practice of Phy- 
fic, on intermitting, and hectic fevers, and gan- 
grene and i{phacelus.

As this beverage is a common diluter in fevers 
and other diforders, and is ufed in great quanti- 
ties, where it is of confequence, that it fhould 
be prepared in the beft manner, and as it is not 
unfrequently mentioned in phyficians prefcrip- 
tions ; it was thought not improper to infert this 
article here, with a detail of thofe circumftances, 
which, if omitted, would render the decoétion 
lefs elegant and grateful; for however trivial me- 
dicines. of this clafs may appear.to be, they are 
of greater importance, in the cure of acute dif- 
eafes, than many more laborious preparations.

In ulcers of the lungs phyficians particularly 
recommend a milk courfe, as having the advan- 
tage of being both food and phyfic. But it hap- 
pens unluckily fometimes, that when milk is ex 
tremely necefiary for the body, fuch is the laxity 
of the inteftines, that they cannot bear it. In 
this cafe, the whole quantity of either of the 
above medicated milks may be taken every day, 
with or without fugar, divided into convenient 
draughts. This diet will anfwer the double in- 
tention, of affording nourifhment, and reftrain- 
ing the loofenefs; without putting the leaft ob 
ftacle to the ufe of other food or medicines.

Though great caution is 
neceflary in the ufe of this preparation, yet pro- 
bably it may be fo managed, as to prove a power- 
ful alterative and deobftruent, in cafes where 
milder remedies have been ineffectual. Allen, 
in his Synopfis, fays, it may be given fafely, pre- 
pared after the following manner: ‘‘ Take of 
** white hellebore-root from half a dram to a | 
** dram; boil it in white wine till it is foft, seh 
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<¢ let that wine be thrown away, and the root 
<¢ be put into other wine, and fo left all night in 
‘© a warm place without boiling ; then let it be 
‘ ftrained by a gentle or ftrong expreffion, as it 
is required to be ftronger or weaker: the vir- 
tues are extraordinary, and never to be praifed 
‘© too much.”. As this tinéture contains only half 
the quantity of the root directed by the college, 
it may be taken from one to two or three drams, 
as an emetic; but as an alterative and deobs 
ftruent, the dofe at firft, fhould be only a few 
drops, which may be eradually increafed, as oc- 
cafion requires, without harrafing or ruffling the 
conftitution.

Syrup or ORaNGE-PEEL. 


Take a pint of the infufion of orange-peel ; 
and twice its weight of double-refined fugar pow- 
dered, fo as to make a fyrup without boiling. 

This is a very elegant, agreeable and fome- 
what ftomachic fyrup. 
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SYRUPUS BALSAMI PERUVIANIL 
Syrup oF THE BALSAM OF PERU. 


Take fifteen ounces of the fimple fyrup, juft 
made, and warm from the fre; and one ounce of 
the tincture of Peruvian balfam. 

When. the fyrup has grown almoft.cold, ftir 
into it the tincture, by little at a time, agitating 
them well together, till perfectly united. 

This fyrup is well accommodated for -nice 
perfons, who cannot take the balfam in other 
forms: in regard to its virtues, fee the foregoing 
tingture of Peruvian balfam. It may be. taken 
from half an ounce to an ounce or more, either 
alone, or mixed. tt 


SYRUPUS CARYOPHYLLORUM. 
Syrup oF CLove-JuLY-FLOWERs. 


Take of clove-july-flowers, frefh, and their 
heels cut off, one pound ; boiling water, three 
pints. : 

Macerate them fora night, in a glafs or glaze 
earthern veffe]l: then ftrain off the liquor, and 
diffolve therein twice the weight of double-re- 
fined fugar, fo as to make a fyrup without boiling. 

This fyrup is chiefly valued for its agreeable 
flavour, and fine red colour. 


SYRUPUS CROCI. 
Syrup oF SAFFRON. 
_ Take fix drams.of faffron, and a pint of boil- 
ing water. 
| Let 
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Let them infufe till cold, and then add half a 
pint of mountain wine. Digeft for fome days, ~ 
and ftrain. To the. ftrained liquor without 
preffing, add a double weight of the whiteft 
fugar, powdered, that it may become a fyrup 
without boiling. 

This is a pleafant cordial fyrup 5 and imparts 
a moft beautiful colour to draughts and juleps. 
It may. be taken from two drams to an ounce. 


“$SYRUPUS CYDONIORUM. 
SYRUP OF QUINCES, 


~ 'Take of the depurated juice of quinces, three 
pints ;‘cinnamon one dram ; cloves, and ginger, 
each half a dram; red-port wine, one pint; 
double-refined fugar, nine pounds. 

Digeft the juice with the fpices fix hours, ina 
heat of afhes, then.add the wine, and ftrain the 
liquor off ; and afterwards diffolve in it the fugar, 
fo as to make a fyrup. 

This is taken from the London Difpenfatory, | 
and is a very grateful, cordial reftringent; a 
fpoonful or two of which may be taken in fome 
kind of loofenefles, and diforders of the ftomach. 


SYRUPUS KERMESINUS. 
SYRUP .OF KERMES.. 


‘Take fix ounces (in weight) of kermes juice; — 
{piritudus cinnamon water, and damafk-rofe 
water, of each an ounce anda half; and three — 
ounces of double-refined fugar. 7 
~ Mix all together; and with a bath-heat diffolve 
the fugar, and make a fyrup without boiling, 

| which 
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which muft be ftrained, and fhook or ftirted at 
the time of ufing. 

This is a cordial and ftrengthening pleafant 
eri ry and is often prefcribed for pregnant and 
_child-bed women. It may be taken from one 
to three drams or more at a time. 


SYRUPUS x SUCCO LIMONUM, 
SyruP oF LEMON-JUICE., 


Take a pint of lemon juice depurated, and 
two pounds of double-refned fugar. 

Diffolve the fugar in a bath- heat, and make a, 
fyrup according to art without boiling. .

_ Thefe three fyrups are very grateful and cool- 
ing ; and may be taken at pleafure in draughts, 
juleps, decoctions, &c. for quenching thirft, 

abating heat, &c. in bilious or inflammatory dif- 
orders. They are likewife frequently ufed in. 
jin@tufes and gargarifms. 


SYRUPUS z MECONIO. 
Syrup or Meconium, or DiacopiuM. 


Take of white poppy-heads, dried and cleared 
from the feeds, fourteen ounces ; water, two 
gallons, 
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Slice and bruife the poppies very well, and in- 
fufe them in the two gallons of boiling water for 
anight: then boil away the water till only about 
one third part of the liquor remains, which will 
be almoft: entirely foaked up by the poppies, 
often flirring them that they may not burn. 
“Then ftrongly prefs out the decodtion, and boil 
it down to about a pint and a half: ftrain it 
whilft hot, firft through a fieve, and afterwards 
through a fine woollen cloth; and fet it by for 
a night, that the faces may fubfide. Next 
morning pour off the liquor clear, and boil it 
_with two pounds of double-refined fugar, until 
the whole comes to the weight of three pounds, 
or a little more, that it may become.a fyrup of a 
jut confiftence. ; 

In no fyrup, is it of fo much confequence, 
that all the circumftances in the diretions be 
exactly followed, as in this: for it is a medicine 
of fuch importance, that it ought to be made as 
near as poffible, always to one and the fame 
flandard: as the fugar muft be united to the 
decoction by boiling, a lefs quantity than accord- 
ing to the general rule is directed. “The dofe of 
this valuable fyrup to children is from one to two 
or three drams, and to adults from half an ounce 
to an ounce and upwards, for obtunding and in- 
craflating acrimonioug humours, eafing pain, 
procuring reft, &c. 


SYRUPUS PAPAVERIS ERRATICI. 
Syrup or WiLp Poppies. 


Take a pound of the frefh flowers of wild- 
s poppy, and two pints of boiling water. 


Infufe re 
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Infufe them for a night. The next day pour 
off and prefs out; and, after the feces have fub- 
fided, with an equal weight of double-refined 
fugar, boil it into a fyrup according to art. 

This has fometimes been prefcribed in difor- 
ders of the breaft, fuch as coughs, fpitting of 
blood, pleurifies, &c. but little can be expeGed 
from fuch helps.

This, as it is lightly impregnated with the 
aromatic flavour and virtues of the ginger, is a 
moderately warm ftomachic and _ carminative 
fyrup ; a fpoonful or two of which may be occa- 
fronally taken alone, or made ufe of for fweeten- 
ing draughts, juleps, &c. 
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HONEYS ann OXYMELS. 


MEL ROSA CE mM: 
HoneEy or RoseEs, 


Take of red rofe-buds, freed from the heels, 
and haftily dried, ten drams ; boiling water, one 
pint; clarifed honey, a pound and a half. 

Steep the rofes in the water for fome hours, 
then ftrain off the liquor, and add the honey, 
and boil them to a due confiftence. 

This is frequently prefcribed in gargarifms, &c. 
as a cooling detergent, for ulcerations and in- 
flammations of the mouth and throat.

Boil them as above to the confiftence of a 
fyrup. In all oxymels a metalline veffel muft 
be avoided, left it fhould be corroded by the 
vinegar; nether fhould they be boiled in glazed 
earthern veffels (but in earthen or ftone) fince 
their glazing is procured (as Dr. Lewis obferves)} 
by a vitrification of lead; and vinegar, by a boils 
ing heat, may corrode fo much of vitrified lead, 
as to receive from it noxious qualities. ‘This 
preparation, tho’ fimple, is an agreeable, mild, 
cooling, faponaceous, detergent, and attenuat- 
ing medicine.

The firft of thefe powders is ftrongly recom- 
mended by Doétor Mead who had great expe- 
vience of its good effects ; and fome years ago he 
publifhed and difperfed a printed paper containing 
the method of cure, which he had in many in- 
ftances conftantly found fucceisful. In this paper, 
the directions were to the following effect: 
«* Let the patient be blooded nine or ten ounces ; 
** and afterwards take a dram and a half of the 
“< powder every morning fafting, for four morn- 
-¢ ings fucceffively, in half a pint of cows milk 
‘s warm. After thefe four dofes are taken, the 
patient muft go into the cold bath, or a cold 
‘¢ fpring or river every morning fafting. for a 
<¢ month; he muft be dipt-all over, but not flay 
«sin (with his head above water) longer than 
«< half a minute, if the water be very cold: 
«< after this he muft goin three times a week for _ 
* a fortnight longer.” 
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The fecond, which was brought from Tor- 
quin by Sir George Cobb, of Somerfetthire, 
Baronet, is faid to be an infallible cure for the 
bite cf a mad dog. ‘The patient is ordered to 
take the powder as above directed, as foon as 
poffible after the bite; a fecond dofe of the fame 
muft be repeated thirty days after; and a third 
may be taken in thirty days more. But if the 
fymptoms of madnefs appear on the perfon, he 
muft take one of the above dofes immediately, 
and a fecond an hour after; and, if wanted, a 
third muft be given a few hours after that. This 
medicine, it is faid, has been given to great 
numbers with favicee: and that Sir George him- 
felf cured two perfons who had the fymptoms of 
madnefs upon them. As this recipe is calculated 
for adults, it muft be proportionably scene for 
children according to their age.

_ ‘Take of arum-root, frefh dried, and canella 
alba, each two ounces; vitriolated aay two 
drams.

Dover’s ARTHRITIC POWDER. 


Take an ounce of opium, falt-petre, and tartar 
Vitriolated, each four ounces; ipecacoanha, one 
ounce; liquorice, one ounce. 

Put the falt-petre and tartar into a red-hot 
mortar (or crucible) ftirring them with a fpoon 
till they have done flaming. ‘Then powder them 
very fine ; after that flice in your opium; grind 
thefe to a powder, ard then mix the other pow- 
ders with thefe.

‘Thefe are very cheap and efficacious medicines 
to the purpofe fignified by their title. They are 
admirable purges in dropfical, and cachedtic ha- 
bits; for they powerfully attenuate vifcous juices, 
and evacuate them fometimes furprizingly by the 
inteftinal canal, “The cryftals and ginger are 
well contrived as correctors of the jalap, in order 
to obviate any flatulencies it mipet create in 
tender bowels. 

The dofe of the former is froin a fcruple to 
half a dram or a dram; and of the latter from 
half a dram to a dram or upwards. 


PULVIS CARMINATIVUS. 
CARMINATIVE POWDER. 
Take of anifeed, caraway, and fweet fennel- 


feeds, each two dvd's nutmegs, and ginger, 
each one dram. 


Mix, and make a powder. BS.

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This is a warm and good medicine for the 
purpofe fpecified by the title; and may be ufed 
for expelling flatulencies arifing from indigeftion,

The dofe is from one 
to two fcruples twice, thrice, or oftener in a day. 


It. is good likewife in the gripes of young 
children.

Take two ounces of ceruffe; farcoco]l, and

This is employed only for external. purpofes, 
in collyria, lotions, and injections, againft in- 
flammations, and for repelling acrimonious hu- 
mours. ‘The proportion of this powder is about 
a dram to four ounces of rofe, elder, or com-

PULVIS & CHELIS COMPOSITUS.. 


Compounpv CLaw Powpenr. 


_- ake of the tips of crabs claws, prepared, 


four ounces ; oyfter fhells prepared, two ounces.

‘Fhis cheap abforbent powder is equally valua- 
ble, as a medicine, with the more coftly com- 
pounded crabs claw and bezoardic powders of the 
fhops. The dofe of this preparation may be from 
a fcruple to a dram, whenever acidities abound 
in the ftomach and inteftines. The general 
cuftom of giving thefe abforbents in all fevers, 
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is, in my opinion, fomewhat abfurd; it being 
a practice built upon a wrong foundation : how- 
ever in thefe cafes it would, perhaps, be better 
to have them prepared, or levigated with juice of 
lemons. inftead of water. 


PULVIS CONTRAYERVA,

Compounp PowperR or CONTRAYERVA. 


Take three ounces of the above compound’ 
claw- powder, and one ounce of contrayerva-root 
in powder.

This is a mild cordial, alexipharmac, and dia- 
phoretic medicine; and may be taken from ten: 
grains to half a dram or two fcruples, with pro- 
per dilution, every fourth, fixth,. or eighth hour, 
according to the exigency of the cafe.

PULVIS FEBRIFUGUS ANTIMONIALIS. 


ANTIMONIAL FEBRIFUGE POWDER.

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The dofe of this powder, in inflammatory 
fevers, after bleeding and a gentle cooling pur- 
gative, is from five to ten grains, in thin fyrup 
or the like, every fix, eight, or ten hours fora 
few dofes only ; or fometimesa fcruple, or half a 
dram, or at moft two fcruples of the unwafhed 
calx of antimony may be taken for a dofe.

- Take of the foregoing japonic powder, one 
ounce; and of firained opium a little dried, fo 
as to render it eafily pulverable, eight grains..

One grain of opium is contained in a dram 

and one grain of this powder. 
_ This is a warm,, glutinous aftringent, and’ is 
a good remedy in diarrhceas, and other diforders, 
where medicines of this clafs are proper.

This is an exact copy from the college, and

The ufe of the three former gargarifms may 
be fufficiently known by their refpeGtive titles ; 
and therefore I fhall only obferve that the emol- 
lient one, is particularly appropriated for an in- 
flammatory tooth-ach, after bleeding and cooling 
purgatives have been adminiftered, and anfwers 
much better than the hot irritating applications | 
cenerally made choice of for that purpofe. When 
the mouth and fauces are loaded with vifcid faliva 
and mucus, or there is not a free and proper fe- 
cretion in the glands, then fpirit of fal ammoniae 
fhould be added to the gargle.

I have purpofely omitted the oils of muci- 
Tages, elder, green oil, and others by decodtion, 
as trifling and infignificant, or rather abfurd pro- 
cefles ; becaufe all, or moft cold exprefled oils 
in their natural ftate are much better adapted 
for. medical purpofes, than when tortured by 
fire in order to obtain the fuppofed virtues of 
the plant, by a long and - tedious decoction, 
which, will neceffarily render them. empyreu- 

-matic (fo called from their fetid burnt -fmell) and 
highly acrimonious: for the oils of almonds, 
olives, and linfeed, even in a cool and quiefcent 
fiate, will, after a length of time, fpontaneoufly 
grow rancid and acrid; how much more then,, 
when agitated by the great impulfe of fre? Be- 
fides, it is well known that exprefled. oils extract 
only the refinous and oily parts of vegetables, 
4 5 ; 
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but do not a& upon, or unite with the gummy 
and mucilaginous: hence the oleum e mucila- 
ginibus of the fhops contains nothing of the 
mucilage which its ingredients. abound with. 
The college therefore, at their late reforma- 
tion, have very judicioufly retrenched the ama- 
zing number of oils by decoction, which were 
formérly ordered to be kept in the fhops, ta
